Officials of the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency say there is about $L1 billion remaining in 
its disaster fund after the Midwest floods and the 
Los Angeles wildfires last fall. 

Press secretary Dee Dec Myers said the adminis- 
tration hoped to be ready to announce a supplemen- 
tal appropriation request in time for Tuesday’s Stale 
of the Union speech.

When Monday’s predawn tremors raitlcS the dark- 
•"ened'JrPaul'GctiyMuseum'In'Malibura'delicatc- 
C^ot idol shifted on its mounting and tipped for- 
ward in its Plexiglas case.

In the atrium, a single marble bust of 
a wrestler tumbled to the ground, chipping one shoul- 
der. 

“Hardly anything happened to the collection,” said 
Lori Starr, of publK information for the Getty. 


Speaking from her home Tuesday amid continuing 
aftershocks, Starr said curators were “amazed and 
delisted" that so little damage had occurred to the 
museum or its vast collection. Two Greek vases in 
storage for study were found broken, bul easily 
reparable, she said. 

In Pasadena, plaster cracked at the Huntington 
-Lib^-and-morcihan.a- thousand. books.hurtlcd.Lo_. 
the floor. But Sevres porcelain and Renaissance 
bronzes were undamaged. The scene was repeated at 
the Los Angeles County Museum, where only a few 
exhibilion cases were rwrted damaged. 

Outside the Norton Simon Museum of An. also in 
Pasadena, Rodin’s 12-foot sculpture of Balzac twist- 
ed slightly as the earth heaved, bul the chain that 
anchor^ the bronze to its base held fast.

Curators at the Getty were particularly well pre- 
pared for the quake, which measured 6,6 on the 
Richter scale. For several years, the museum has - 
worked with California Institute of Technology in 
J^dena to understand how works of art behave in 
seismic activiiy, according to Starr;

Since when do NCAA 
coaches care about kids? 


The recctu dust-up between the Black 
Coaches Association and the NCAA 
over the latter's decision not to autho- 
rize a 14th men’s basketball scholarship 
at its member schools shows just how 
far removed from reality college sports 
has become. 

The coaches contend that the denial of 
that extra scholarship, an economy 
— move-by-tHcNCAA, aliOOxollcgcs oncL. 
universities means many aspiring stu- 
dents will be prevented from getting a 
college education they have no means 
of achieving otherwise. 

If the NCAA doesn't agree to reverse 
its position - the matter is now under 
Justice Department mediation - the 
— blackcoach(5ssay-thcy’ll boycott. 

The spectacle of college coaches go- 
ing to the mat to preserve academic op- 
portunity is ironic at best. 

These, after all, arc the same folks 
who scour inner-city playgrounds for 
kids they can use, and then abandon 
them after their eligibility is gone. 

The dirty little secret of college bas- 
ketball is that oqly about one-third of 
_ NCAA Division 1 players cam a four- 
1 ' year degree; most of the best don’t even 
stay four years. 

Magic Johnson dropped out of Michi- 
gan State after his sophomofc.ycar. 
Shawn Bradley left BYU after-his fresh- 
man season. Shawn Kemp spent part of 
one year in a junior college. 


In fact, no No. .1 NBA draft choice 
has left college with a sheepskin since 
1988. Of the 29 first-round picks in last 
year’s draft, three hold bachelor’s de- 
grees. 

But make Ho mistake: The 14th-bcst

t As aftershocks continued rattling 
^ doors and jan^ing nerves in Southern 
''California, earthquake experts in 
stricken Los Angeles were scurrying 
. to pin down what actually happened. 

As of late *niesday, seismologists 
' bad not yet found a rip in the ground, 
or fault trace, showing where the 
’ break sliced through the San 
Fernando Valley floor. Finding such 
a fault, and determining how the 
ground moved, are important for 


helping researchers understand the 
massive bidden forcM that are rear- 
ranging California’s landscape. 

While earthquake prediction 
remains a distaht dream, scientists 
say each event, such. as the one that 
occurred Monday, adds to'Jbeir 
understanding of the under^dtind 
environment which, in turn, helps 
them assess future hazards. 

- Jim Brune, director of the seismol- 
ogy laboratory at the .University of 
Nevada, Reno, said while short-term' 
predictions may never be possible 


because the mechanisms that set off a 
(juake are subtle, scientists are “get- 
ting a better and better idea of places 
where the Earth has enough- energy 
stored up for big earthquakes.” 

In the last decade, scientists have 
had a ^wing number of such events 
from which tdlcafn.

BBB warns businesses of new scams

TWIN FALLS - The Better 
Business Bureku is warning Mag- 
ic Valley busihe^sses to be on the 
lookout for fraudulent or mislead- 
ing invoices in their mail. 

Businesses across southern Ida- 
ho have been getting biljs for tele- 
phone book advertising or for 
photo' copier supplies that the 
companies didn’t order and didn’t 
want, said Nora Carpenter, execu- 
tive director of the Belter Busi- 
ness Bureau of Southwest Idaho. 

“We’re getting 10 to 12 calls a 
week on this from Magic Valley 
businesses,” Carpenter said. “That 
means that if 10 to 12 calls are 
coining in then 10 limes that roany- 
businesses are getting these bills 
and either chucking them in the 
trash or paying them.” 

She said she estimates that Ida- 


ho businesses are paying about 
$250,(100 in fraudulent telephone 
book bills. 

Companies aro getting bills with 
the walking-fihgers logo that re- 
quests payment for telephone 
book adveitising. Then at the bot- 
tom of the bill is a smalt notice 
explaining that the invoice isn’t a 
bill but a solicitation for a national 
phone book distributed to (he 
companies who advertise in it. 
Carpenter said. 

These are some of (he current 
“scams" now popular locally, she 
said. 

' In andther popular scam, private 
companies use children to collect 
money, apparently for a charitable 
cause. Ca^enter said these com- 
-panies-take-advantage of-tbe chil-. 
dren by having them go door-to- 
door for candy or magazine sales 
or donations at night and then 
keeping the money. 


She is telling Idaho residents to 
contribute only to local cbarjties 
that'they know or directly to na- 
tionally known charities. 

While consumer scams are more 
prevalent, misleading and fraudu- 
lent scams aimed at busy business’ 
people are more profitable and 
growing in Idaho. 

And with spring. coming, home 
owners and businesses need to be- 
ware .of people claiming to be 
contractors who will resurface a 
roof or driveway. The building 
owners often don’t check out . the 
contractor and end up paying for a 
roof or driveway covered in used 
motor oil, she said. 

Carpenter is also advising local 
consumers, and business.peqple to 
be aware of scams and call the 
Better Business Bureau in Boise 
for advice before making purchase 
dedsions. .

NEW YORK — In the game of 
mutual-fund investing, questions of 
gender seldom come up. 

After all, the numbers in the quar- 
terly statements and performance ta- 
bles tell exactly the same story 
whether on investor is male or female. 
Access to a wide variety of funds is 
indisputedly open to anyone of either 
sex whose money is the proper shade 
-o£ green. — 

But in the eyes of fund executive 
Bridget Macaskill, all this misses 
some important issues about women 
as managers of their own ond their 
families’ money. 

“A woman’s investment dollar is 
just os valuable os a man’s investment 
dollar," says Ms. Macaskill. president 
_andchicf.opcrating.officcr-of.OppcnT.. 
heimer Management Corp., adviser to 
a $26 billion family of more than 50 
funds. "But neither the financial ser- 
vices industry nor women themselves 
have focused much attention on wom- 
en’s potential os investors." 

Even in the mid-1990s, she says, 
many women still lack the knowledge 
and sense of self-determination to 
take charge of their personal finances. 

"Wc sec. many women, particularly 
middle-aged and older, who have not 
a single idea of how to go about man-

aging their finances," Ms. Macaskill 
said Jn an i nt en'iew in he r World 
Trade Center office. 

"^cre is a growing awareness that 
this is something they've really got to 
take control of." 

In the past couple of years, Ms. 
Macaskill and other Oppc^cimer of- 
ficials have conducted hundreds of in- 
vestment seminars for women around 
the country, as part of a "Women & 
Investing” cam^gn. 

“It’s a very tou^ message that you 
sometimes have to deliver " she says, 
especially in cases where women 
need to learn "the cost of delaying 
making decisions.” 

In retirement planning, she says, a 
good many women “don’t save 
enough, they don’t set up retirement 
plans soon enough, and v^en they do 
they arc so conservative mey tend to 
underinvest in equities." 

But if women in general need to get 


better informed, she says, most aren’t 
reluctant to admit It. At the seminars 
she has held, she says, “the turnout 
has been incr^iblc." 

“Women will ask for help," she 
says. “It’s a stereotypical response, 
but it happens. Somehow it is not de- 
meaning to us to ask for help. 

“There is a real fundamental difTcr- 
ence in the way men and women ap- 
proach financial decisions. Men tend 
to say 'I moke the decisions.’ Women 
tend to ask 'How do 1 know whom to 
trust?’ ’’ 

The whole subject of comparing 
and contrasting genders, she acknowl- 
edges, can be touchy. In on era when 
financial books, products and services 
aimed at women ore proliferating, it’s 
not always easy to distinguish gen- . 
uinc concern and idealism from op- 
. portunislic marketing ploys, _ 

“When we started this whole thing, 
we had a lot of internal debate," Ms. 
Macaskill says. 

"In terms of investment solutions, 
there isn’t a difference. You don’t 
need separate funds for women. But 
there arc differences. Women go 
about this process differently.”

Tnunps were drawn, one 
of dummy's hearts was discarded on 
South’s long club, and the defenders 
got two hearts and a diamond. In ie> 
turn. South got his vulnerable game. 

How does Elast beat the game? He 
has to do some counting. West's 
weak two-bid promises a six-card 
suit; therefore, Elast should realize 
that South has <mly a singleton dia- 
mond. And.slnce the game is not go- 
ing to fall unless the defense can 
wto some heart tricks, Elast should 
overtake at trick one and switch to 
the Jack of hearts. 

How about the danger of estab- 
lishing dummy's diamond king for a 
discard for South? That may make a 
difference In an overtrick, but It's 
next to Impossible to provide the vi- 
tal trick for game.
